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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 5-10 in the communication of 3/19/03 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Massa (US 
4439847). 

Massa discloses an underwater wide-band electroacoustic transducer (Figure 2), 
comprising: a plurality of groups of piezoelectric ceramic units (4, 13, 17, 19), wherein each 
group of piezoelectric ceramic units has a different dimension (abstract) and separates from each 
other by different distances (Figure 2), and the frequency response of the piezoelectric ceramic 
units are banded together to form a wide bandwidth response (Column 1 , Lines 5-26); and an 
acoustic window material for packaging all the piezoelectric ceramic units through a mold 
injection (Column 2, lines 18-25). 

4. With regards to claim 2, Massa discloses the ceramic units being cylindrical (Column 3, 
Figure 2). 
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5. With regards to claims 4 and 5, Massa discloses the transducer inside a molded shape of 
sound transmitting material to provide efficient acoustic coupling (column 2, Lines 18-25; 
Column 3, Lines 60-67). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Massa 
(US4439847). 

Massa discloses the claimed invention as described above. However, it fails to disclose 
the ceramic units that have greater dimensions having a resonance frequency peak at a lower 
frequency and viceversa. 

It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to have the ceramic units with 
greater dimensions having a resonance frequency peak at a lower frequency and viceversa, since 
the applicant has not disclosed that this feature solves any problem or is for a particular reason. 

Conclusion
